References 1 and 2 teach an invention wherein each 
scheduler and application are given identifiable unique information 
so that the OS can manage each scheduler and that schedulers can 
manage tasks and applications.

It is known that context of tasks is stored and recovered at 
the time of switching tasks in a normal multi-task operating system 
and the inventions of References 1 and 2 are the same.
